PERSONNEL 


In an effort to improve the Department's chances of recruiting 
well-qualified graduate Civil Service employees as Assistant 
ERE neers; the State Civil Service Commission was requested, 
October 18, to raise the present starting salary of $5,237 a 
year to a new entrance level of $6,023 a year. This amount, 
which comes out to slightly more than $500 a month is about 
the average being made by other Government agencies involved 


in college recruitment.

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PERSONNEL, cont'd. 


The Division of Personnel has also been engaged in intensive 
recruitment efforts for additional road and bridge inspectors, 
with the result that 50 new men were obtained for this work. 
In addition, 12 engineering trainees were transferred from 
the orientation training program to the Bureau of Bridge 
Construction. All construction jobs are covered adequately 


at present. 


A series of training conferences for all men assigned to road 
and bridge construction will begin shortly after the first of 
the year. All ear ineers and i ate in the Bureau of Road 
Construction, the Bureau of Bridge Construction, the Testing 
Bureau and the Division of State Aid will ,be required to attend 


these conferences. 


There continues to be a shortage of personnel in the Bureau of 
Planning and Traffic because of the pressure of new work in that 
Bureau, and the fact that this work requires individuals with 


special abilities. The situation has been eased somewhat with 


the employment of seven additional people but it will continue 


to be a problem due to the many projects requiring attention. 
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OFFICE SERVICES 


Do to the installation of the new IBM 1620 ietaseting Computer 
and its auxiliary equipment, it has been necessary to move 

the various offices to the Suburban Square Shopping Center near 
the Department's main building. Space in the main building 

is becoming critical, and steps should be taken now to prepare 


for the inevitable expansion which faces us in the future. 


Microfilming of the inactive personnel records continued, and 
more than 26,300 records were placed on file during the month. 
The original files will be stored in our records building for 


one year, after which permission will be sought to destroy them « 


RESEARCH 


Continuing surveys of experimental pavement section in which 
welded wire fabric and expanded metal have been installed in 

an effort to prevent reflection cracking indicate that both 

of these methods have been effective. On Bolte 21, Newark, 
welded wire fabric was installed in tow sections of bitumin- 

ous surface in 195, and both are still in very good condition. 
The fabric has been almost 100 per cent effective in preventing 
reflection cracking. Tests installed on Route 22 in the vicinity 


of Jugtown Mountain 18 months ago show the same results. 
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RIGHT OF WAY 


The work load on the Legal Bureau of the Right of Way Division 
continues to be heavy and we have been short at least two 

| attorneys since April of 1962, Forty-one condemnations neue 
authorized during the month, and there is presently a backlog 
of 236 condemnation cases nenaine: Our attorneys made hh 
court appearances during the month. The program is too heavy 


for the present staff. 


MAINTENANCE AND OPERATIONS 


During October the Bureau of Maintenance completed 7 projects 
with a value of more than $130,000 ae other State departments 
and agencies, and had 6 other eal projects underway. Routine 
Re fardovinelided fabrication of 1,598 traffic signs, erec- 
tion of 898 signs, and the painting of more than 1,750,000 feet 
of pavement lines, as well as many other projects. boven con= 
struction projects comprising 1.238 lane miles of pavement 

were excepted for maintenance. As an indication of the main= 
tenance work load included in projects of such small mileage, 
our forces are now required to keep 30.6 acres of roadside, 
which has nothing to do with the movement of traffic, in good 


condition along with maintaining the pavement itself. 
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MAINTENANCE AND OPERATIONS, cont'd. 

‘The Klectrical Bureau installed 10 traffic signals and has 29 
in the process of being constructed. The design for 11 others 
is in process. It is interesting to note that it was necessary 
to replace electrical equipment knocked down in 46 locations 


during the month. 


A recent inventory taken by our Equipment Bureau shows that 

we are presently operating: Cars - 29; Trucks = 9; Powered 
Heavy Duty Equipment = 343; Powered Light Duty Equipment = 8h; 
All Other Rolling Equipment - 680; Snow Plows = 1006; Powered 


Accessories = 3543 Mechanical Accessories - 133; Total 4,117. 


PUBLICATIONS 


During the past month the Bureau of Public Information published 
and distributed three major publications that dealt with the 
Subject of center barriers, rail transit and our construction 


progress. 


On October 15 the Bureau began distribution ot a 16-page booklet 
entitled "Center Barriers Save Lives". To date more than 6,000. 
copies have been distributed. The booklet describes the Depart- 
ment's efforts in the development of the narrow median safety 
curb in New Jersey, presents some before and after statistics 
and lists all locations in the State where the barrier has been 


constructed. 
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. PUBLICATIONS, cont'd. 


On October 30th the Bureau published an interim report for the 
Department's Division of Railroad Transportation. This report 
reviewed activities of the Division which have transpired since 


issuance of the Division's last annual report early this year. 


Both the Center Barrier Booklet and the Transit Report were the 
products of the Department's own printing equipment. In each 
instance the initial mailing consisted of approximtely 2,800 
copies that were sent to leaders si both State and Local 


Government, industry, the press and public and college libraries.

NEW JERSEY STATE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


EMERGENCY READINESS 


Under the existing State Survival Plan promulgated by Executive Order 
on September 29, 1958, the New Jersey State Highway Department was 
given responsibility for all public works under emergency conditions. 
Since then, the electrical utilities have taken on the responsibility 
for working up their own plans and coordinating their own activities 


during an emergency. 


The permanent mission of the New Jersey State Highway Department is 
to provide for the swift, safe and convenient movement of people and 
goods throughout the State. At no time in this mission more crucial 
to the safety and wellbeing of the populace than during times of 
emergency, including the possible event of enemy attack. The Highway 
Department is therefore required to take every possible step to 
ensure that its men and equipment are ready to spring into action 
instantly and its lines of communications and command are well 


dispersed and protected. 


As soon as it is possible for human beings to move about in the open, 
the Department's primary effort would be directed toward clearing 
and making usable the principal arteries of transportation -- the 
main highways and railroads. The Division of Maintenance and Opera- 
tions would assume responsibility for the State Highway System and 
lend whatever assistance was possible to Counties and Municipalities 


as the opportunity afforded. 
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Work aimed at putting the State's railroads back into operation would 
be coordinated by the Division of Railroad Transportation, operating 
from the Department's headquarters in West Trenton, and the Division's 
Emergency News Center in Newark. In the same way, the Commissioner's 
Office would also maintain coordination among and provide whatever 
assistance was possible to the five toll Agencies active in the field 
of transportation -- the Delaware River Joint Toll Bridge Commission, 
the Delaware River Port Authority, the New Jersey Turnpike Authority, 


the New Jersey Highway Authority, and the Port of New York Authority. 


The State Division of Civil Defense has set up an organization for 
monitoring radiation intensity at many fixed stations throughout 

New Jersey. The Highway Department plays its part through an agree- 
ment to man 15 fixed monitoring stations, In addition we are to be 
provided with instruments at approximately 100 other locations with 
which our supervisors and foreman can measure radiation intensities 
on State Highways for the purpose of determining whether these 
highways are safe for travel. The readings so made and reported 
would be a basis for setting up barricades to stop transition throug’ 
hot areas, and also to supply information to Civil Defense head- 
qoseers so that traffic could be controlled statewide. The I111 
instruments due to come to this Department have been delivered to the 
Division of Civil Defense in Trenton and are expected to be delivered 
to us shortly. A year ago we trained 730 employees in the use of 


monitoring instruments. With the arrival of the instruments we now 


plan a refresher course. 
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We believe we have trained more people in this technique than has any 


other state. 


The Division of Maintenance and Operations has available for its 
efforts a fleet of 74 heavy trucks, 325 light trucks, 9 bulldozers, 
11 cranes and 74 front-end loaders dispersed throughout the State 

in garages at Lodi, Newark, Woodbridge, Clinton, Netcong, Trenton, 
Toms River, Merchantville and Vineland. Supplies, including heavy 
timbers for emergency bridge work, are even more widely dispersed 

at more than 100 maintenance yards reaching into every County. These 
are backed up by separate yards for bridge forces and electrical 


crews. These facilities are staffed by more than 1,900 men. 


Communications can be maintained by the Highway Department’s nine 

base radio stations and its more than 250 mobile units. The Turnpike 
Authority also has nine base stations for relaying messages to its 
mobile units and the Parkway has six. All of these are tied in with 
State Civil Defense ieaecueriere which also monitors the State Police 


network. 


Among the supplies which the Highway Department maintains is a stock 
of 25,000 sandbags, available for either blast and fallout protection 


or flood control work. 


The Department's headquarters has its own supplementary electrical 


source, through auxilary generators. 
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In 1951, on occasion of the Korean crisis, an emergency mitrofilming 
project filmed our plans, minutes, and other reports. Plans were 
done on 35 millimeter film, and there were at that time approximately 
65,000 ffeeines so recorded. Other records were done on 16 millimeter 
film. All filming was done on rolls. This was done at a cost of 
$1489.00 for the rental of equipment and material. It is estimated 
that we now have over 200,000 tracings which, at current costs, 

would total about $13,000 to film. These would best be done by an 
outside contractor. For the filming of correspondence and records, 
we now own a machine on which we could do our own filming on 16 
millimeter rolls. Materials for this job would probably run about 
$2000.00. A synopsis of the 1951 microfilming project is attached 


at the end of this report. 


The New Jersey Turnpike Authority's Ponces are based on eight main- 
tenance yards while the Garden State Parkway utilizes six. Between 
them, the two toll roads have available 118 light trucks, 37 heavy 
trucks, 3 bulldozers, 7 cranes and 36 front-end loaders. 


(Report Attached) 


It would do little good to have all this equipment and facilities 
available, with the men to operate, without protection for the 
essential elements of command and coordination. The Highway Depart- 
ment’?s main building and laboratory building have been surveyed by 
the U. S. Army Engineers and found to provide shelter well above 


minimum standards for approximately 200 persons. 
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The buildings derive their water supply from artesian wells and a 
reserve tank in the main building, with a supply of 1,000 gallons 
on hand. This would be sufficient for the period of forced immobility 


due to fallout. Government food stocks are expected monentarily. 


There is lesser protection, on the second floors of both buildings, 
for approximately 800 persons. Steps are being taken to improve 
this situation as well as to enlarge the capacity of the basement 


shelters and increase the protection already afforded. 


A chain of command succession attached has been drafted and a re- 
location site at Netcong chosen for headquarters if the main building 


at Trenton. is rendered inoperable. 


The Division of Maintenance and Operations already maintains an 
"emergency" organization to cope with snowstorms and similar disasters. 
Central control is exercised from the main base radio station at 
Trenton and this unit will be on duty around the clock until the 


Governor determines such service is no longer necessary.

Port of New York Authority -- Anti-sabotage posts have been designated 
and men assigned to them. The Port Authority's facilities are tied in 
with the Federal Bureau of Investigation teletype network. Each separate 
facility has brought its emergency plan up to date. The control towers 
at the airports have been alerted by the Federal Aviation Agency and 
routine patrols have been stepped up. The Port Authority has a 3-band 
radio system which is not tied in with New Jersey facilities. Approaches 
to the Lincoln Tunnel on the New York side are monitored by television, 


New Jersey Highway Authority ~« The Parkway is taking no extraordinary 
measures at this time. They have a normal civil defense set up concerning 
their own employees, The policy concerning vehicular traffic is to keep 
it moving on the Parkway. The service areas will provide shelter for 
anyone who may be there. 


New Jersey Turnpike -- No special measures being taken. They have a 
permanent standard civilian civil defense set up covering their own 
émployees and have designated air raid wardens at each exit and entrance 
point, also the City Service and Howard Johnson establishments. Policy 
concerning vehicular traffic is to keep it moving but hold it at points 
of exit and entrance. 


Delaware River Port Authority «- Patrols have been increased, including 
inspection of substructures, and illumination is being increased to 
detect sabotage efforts. The footbridge of the Benjamin Franklin Bridge 
has been closed. The Authority is acquiring equipment to repair bomb 

or sabotage damage and provisioning headquarters and other command sites. 
Civil defense plans have been prepared, and an organization set up. It 
coordinates with Camden and Philadelphia Civil Defense organizations. 


Delaware River Joint Toll Bridge Commission == All buildings constructed 
with reinforced steel are designated as air raid shelters, Civil defense 
plans have been formulated in detail, and drills involving supervisory 

and administrative personnel have been held in conjunction with New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania Civil Defense drills. In case of an air raid, the 
bridges are to be closed. The Commission's Civil Defense Plans are 
coordinated with those of the New Jersey Department of Civil Defense.

Commissioner Dwight R.G. Palmer said the course was set up in conjunction 
with two handbooks completed by the Department!s Division of Right-of-Way, 
quisitions and Titles. One of these, a "Reference Outline for In-Service 
Training in the Fundamentals of Highway Condemnation Apprainsing,"” was pre~ 
pared for the Right-of-Way Training Committee of the American Association of 
State Highway Officials, The other provides "Guide Lines” for the preparation 


of right-of-way appraisals. 


The Commissioner noted that the present Federal Highway Program has been justi- 
fiably termed the "biggest peace-time public works project in history." 
Throughout the nation, more than half 2 billion dollars was spent on highway 
rights-of-way last year alone. It is estimated that 750,000 parcels costing 
$5.3 billion will have to be acquired for the nations! Interstate Program before 


it is completed in 1972. 


In New Jersey, right-of-way costs average about a quarter of every highway 4: 
dollar. In calendar 1961, the State acquired 2,191 parcels of property at a 


cost of $2),,885,792.01. 


Commissioner Palmer said it is essential for appraisers to provide just com- 
pensation to property owners aswell as to the Federal and State Governments.

OCTOPER 17 P.M. SNOW REMOVAL 


Trenton, Oct. 17 = Months of painstaking preparation by the New Jersey 
State Highway Department will be put to the test when winter's first 


snowfall brings with it the hazards of cold weather driving. 


The Department's preparations include not only the readying of snow 
emergency resources, but also coordination with officials at the State, 
County, and municipal level who have a stake in keeping motor vehicles 


moving and motorists safe. 


Material resources needed to keep the highway system open will include 
32,000 tons of rock salt which will help to keep the highway surface 

free of ices; 50,000 cubic yards of abrasives including sand, cinders, 
stone grits and crushed slag for spreading on sheet ice to improve vehicle 
traction, and 3,000 tons of calcium chloride to keep stockpiled abrasives 
from being frozen into an unmanageable mass while they await use in an 


ice control emergency. 


Initial orders have been placed for sufficient quantities of materials 


to keep stockpiles high enough for an "unexpected" cold weather emergency. 


More than 1,750 units of mechanized snow and ice control equipment and 
about 3000 men will be ready to go on short notice. More than 500 units 
of special equipment will be mounted on privately owned vehicles which are 
hired to the Department to supplement its own facilities.

SNOW REMOVAL 
Advance notice of threatening weather conditions, provided to the 
Department by an outstanding weather report service, will alert snow 
emergency forces end keep them informed of changing conditions as they 


go into action. 


Flexibility and coordination of snow removal activities will be achieved 
through use of the Department's own two-way radio system consisting of 
ten base stations and 250 mobile units. Resources may be shifted and 


reassigned quickly anywhere within the State. 


Again this year, the Department will provide a service for the rapid 
dissemination of timely information on the availability of railroad 


passenger trains and also on highway conditions during weather emergencies, 


The individual motorist can help to reduce driving hazards by following 
the tips on winter driving contained in a folder which is being given 
wide distribution by the Highway Department. Here is what the Highway 
Department suggests: 
Before cold weather sets in, make certain your car and all of its 
accessories are ready for the winter season. See to it that your 
braking system is in good mechanical condition and that your brakes 


are evenly balanced. 


Check to see that you have good tread on your front tires and mount 


snow tires on your rear wheels. 


Put a set of tire chains and a couple of warning flares into your 


car trunk,

Make sure that there 48 sufficient anti-freeze in the radiator and that 


your car heater and windshield defroster operate effectively. 


Put a small plestic ice-scraper in your glove compartment and check 
the windshielf wipers to be sure that they operate properly and that 


the blades don't streak. If they streak, replace them. 


If your car is equipped with windshield washers, double check to 
see that they are operating properly and that the resevoir contains 


the proper fluid mixture. 


When snow or ice is expected, don't drive unless it is absolutely 
necessary. However, if you must drive, fill your gas tank at the 


first opportunity and keep it as nearly full as pos sible. 
Put a bucket or bag of sand and a shovel in your car trunk. 


Also, put some non-perishable snacks in your glove compartment and 


add a heavy blanket to your car's standard equipment. 


Keep tabs on the weather by listening to your car radio and if you 
must park for an extended period of time, park off main highways or 


locally designated snow streets. 


During a snowfall or immediately thereafter when roads are relatively 


hazardous, there are many things that you can do to increase your personal 


safety factor. 


Don't wait until you are stuck to put emergency chains over your regular 


or snow tires.
